Calling to Scout Leaders to take 
the initiative in organizing celebia- 
tions on the occasion of theCcrona- 
tion of His Majesty, who is Scout 
King cf 86,000 Canadian Koy 
Scouts, Sir Edward recalled the most 
successful coast-tc-coast beacon 
ehain in 19385 marking the Silver 
Jubilee of the late King George V. 
It was the first time that an organ, 
ized beacon celebration on such a 
scale was ever attempted in Canada 
and was a splendid success, due tc 
the interest taken in the event by the 
Boy Scouts and the gieat co-uperaiion, 
given them by the genera! public. 

As public celebrations will likely 
be left largely to municipalities, Bo 
Scouts will again have opportunity 
to show cn a large scale that tei) 
organization is one of Canada’s im 
portant public service bodies, whos. 
training produces young and olde 
citizens of public spirit and enter- 
prise. 

Details of the Bc'y Scout participa 
tion in the Canadian Coronation cele 
fbrations have nct yet been completed 
It is understood, however, that th 
celebration will follow alcng lines sim- 
ilar to those which proved so suc 
cessful on the cvcasion of the Silve 
Jubilee of His late Majesty, King 
Geoige V. It is proposed that wiier 
civic committees have already bee:

TWO INDIANS “ARE 
FATALLY BURNT 
EARLY SUNDAY

A call for help, was received abut 
2 a.m. Sunday at the Indian hospital 
coming from the Indian coal mine 
south east of Cluny where an over- 
heated stove Had set fire to one of 
the mine buildings, occupied by Teddy 
Yellow Fly. In the ‘building had 
been sleeping Yellow Fly, his helper 
Buster Vandall and four of Yelle 
#ly’s boys. The two men upon wak- 
ing found themselves suriounded by 
flames. The yvungest boy only two 
years old and well known as Toughy 
was by himself and had already been 
suffocated, the othj2r three boys 
through the frantic efforts of Yelluw 
Fly and Vandall ;were saved but not 
without sericus injuries being re- 
ceived by the rescuers. Buster Van- 
dall passed away on Sunday after- 
nono having his body covered with 
deep burns with over half the sur- 
face being scorched, Two nurses, Miss 
McNaughton and Miss McLeod  to- 
gether with Constable Tharsten ar- 
rived at the mine property a shot 
hour after receiving the message. 
Coporal Ashby, Dr. Farquharson, 
coroner and G. H. G:oderham foliaw- 
ed shortly afterwards, Upon their ar- 
vival everything possible was done to 
alleviate the suffering of the t:. 
en, who were then transferred to 
the hospital here. Yellow Fly re- 
ceived severe buins and to him the 
shock was very great. 

The exact origin of the fire is un- 
knewn. Yellow Fly had arrived at his 
home sometime after midnight hav- 
ing left part of his family with hiz 
mothtr-in-law, Mrs. Boy Chief, liv- 
ing near the Arrowwood bridge. A 
wood fire was started then and be- 
fcse long everybody was alseep. li 
is believed that in some unaccountable 
nay the fire spread from the slova 
to the building. Buster Vandall ha. 
trrived a few days lbefore from his 
1ome at Gunn, Alta, where his par- 
nts Mr. and Mrs. Ben Vandal] ar 
still living. Ben Vandall is well known 
.n the Edmvaton district having oc 
cupied the position of interpreter at 
the Winterburn reseive office. 

Buster Vandall has been here before 
_aving helped Teddy Yelluw Fly wit) 
ais farming operations in prev ous 
years, He was intending tv help, with 
the seeding again this year. 

The loss will be partly the mine’s 
and partly Yellow Fly’s since the 
furniture, ete. were the latters pro- 
perty. Miraculously nearby  duild- 
ings were saved, also Teddy’s new 
car which was close by and locked, 
the keys ‘being lost in thie fire. Beth 
men escaped only in their night at- 
tire and were unable to save their 
clothes, 

An inquest was not deemed neces- 
sary, The funeral of Mr. Vandall 
tovk place Monday, interment being 
made near Cluny.

THE WORLD OF 
WHEAT 


By H. G. L. Strange, Director of 
“Crop Testing Plan” 


The spring wheat crops now being 
secded in Western Canada and in the 
northwestern parts of the United 
States, will be anxiously watched by 
the whole world, for the progress of 
these two crops will unquestionably 
have an important effect upcn wheat 
prices during the coming inonths, 

As these crc'ps flourish, price will 
tend to decline, but should their 
prospects ebcome lessened, then price 
will tend to rise. 

What are the actual prospects at 


this moment? 
Mcisture records collected and 
compiled daily from over 600 rain 


guages in Western Canada by the 
research depaitment of Searle Giain 
Co. indicate that probably never has 
the Canadian crop—and this refers 
to the U.S.A. crop also—started with 
so little moisture reserve in the soil. 

Records show that at the moment 
Alberta has cnly 80 per cent of the 
normal subsoil moisture, Saskatche- 
wan 567 per cent and Manitoba 68 per 
cent. 

This means that if an average 
crop (which{ would be about 400 mil- 
lion bushels on cur present western 
wheat acreage) is to be secured, that 
very much better than average rain- 
fall—which average is about 8 in- 
ches—must occur between this time 
and Ausust Ist next. 

Rainfall,therefore, will be the im- 
[ortant factor to watch. 

The fvllowing factors have tended 
to raise price: Roumania temporarily 
prohibits wheat exports. Broomhall 
may raise import requirements esti- 
maze. Rains needed to condition cil 
for seeding in southern hemisphere. 
Cold weather retards Russian sping 
seeumps, Po.ish winter crop pc s- 
pects doubtful. Spring seedings de- 
layed in U.S. Spain still contracting 
for wheat. 

The following factors have tended 
to luwer price: Rains break long 
drought in Centra] China. Australian 
wheat estimate increased 15 million. 
U.S. government estimate winter 
wheat crop at 656 million. Beneficial 
rains in Western Canada Uncerainty. 
of gold policy in Great Britain and 
U. S. France removes import license 
taxes on apples and pears. '

Much money is being spent and a vast quantity of ink is being spilled | 
in efforts to improve the quality of livestock and the produce of plant life, | 
the better to serve the demand for a high standard of commodities, but what 
of the efforts that are being made to raise the physical standard of the| 
human race to a comparable degree ? 


| 

Have the governments of the country—and that means the people| 
themselves--awakend to a realization of the importance of health, not 
only to the individuals themselves but to the nation as an entity? | 

Has the time yet arrived when legislation, expenditures and actions) 
can be pointed to as indicative of the belief that the health and life of a 
human being are more important than those of a valuable cow? 

The answer to such questions is at least open to debate insofar as re- 
sults are concerned, for the weight of evidence lends strong support to} 
statements that the health of the human race is depreciating and that} 
national virility, the world over, is deteriorating; that the process has been 
going on for centuries and that so far the tide has not turned in the other} 
direction, despite amazing advances in the realm of medical science in| 
recent decades. 

Professor Wallace says: “For 5,000 years man has been steadily going 
back physically.” Professor Tredgold, English specialist on Race Degen- 
eracy, Says: ‘'The race is growing weaker. Its vitality is being sapped by} 
the life we lead and by being wantonly ignorant of hygienic facts available; 
to all” and that “Insanity has increased 400 per cent. in 52 years.” Pro- 
fessor Jordan of Leeland Stamford says: “We are degenerating.” 

All these and many other outstanding authorities on both sides of the| 
Atlantic are quoted by Rev. George O. Fallis in the current 
“Health,” official organ of the Health League of Canada. 

And lest the reader should surmise that these strictures are applicable | 


only to the British Isles and the United States Mr. Fallis points out that | USed as required for replacement of, 


out of 361,605 Canadians examined in war days, 181,229 were discounted 
physically at some point and that quite recently only seven per cent. of 
150,000 children examined in a Canadian city were perfect in sight, hear- | 
ing, teeth and heart action. 

So many outstanding authorities are quoted by Mr. Fallis that he} 
leaves little opportunity for denial that the human race is degenerating | 
physically on this continent as well as on the other side of the Atlantic. 

That progressive continuance of such a condition as these authorities | 
reveal must ultimately terminate in extinction there can be little doubt, 
and in the light of rapidly accelerating knowledge of the human body and | 
recent discoveries in the art of diagnosis and the science of medical treat- 
ment, one can only wonder why and how long people will be content to 
suffer ill health and hasten towards the insane asylum and an early grave. 

The truth of the matter is that ignorance, indifference and indulgence 
are the indictable indices in the chapter of growing ill health through 
“which the human race is passing and until this is realized there can be 
little hope for a halt in this wastage of national and individual asset— 
good health. 

Many are suffering bevause of a lack of knowledge of the laws of 
health. Many are ailing because of a laissez faire attitude towards their 
condition. Many are afflicted with aches and pains because, even though 
they ;have the knowledge of prevention, they lack the will power to deny 
themselves to ephemeral pleasures, in order to gain or retain the greatest 
measure of happiness to be found in stamina, vigor and all round physical 
well-being. 

The dwindling necessity for the use of physical exertion in order to! 
live, the abuse of the automobile, the increasing tendency to live on highly | 


refined and denatured foodstuffs and increasing availability of luxuries— 
these-are the factors which tend to hasten racial degeneracy. 


One would not turn back the wheels of progress by banishing labor- 
saving equipment or by eliminating the automobile of today and the aero-| 
“plane of tomorrow. But if people are to enjoy modern. luxuries and im- | 
provements they cannot do so at the expense of their general health. 

It is quite apparent that for many the solution of the problem lies in 
more exercise in the form of work or participation in sports, or both and 
in a more simple dietary. Exercise, fresh air, natural foods, sufficient sleep, 
and moderation in all things—these are the principal elements in the con- 
struction of a healthy body, the prime essential to human happiness.

Canada’s Population 


Estimated at 11,100,000, According 
to Latest Returns at Ottawa 

The estimated population of Can- 
ada in 1987 is 11,100,000, according 
to a return tabled in the house of 
commons from the department of 
trade and commerce. 

At the last census in 1931, the 
population was 10,376,786. Natural 
increase of births over deaths was 
estimated at 135,956 a year. 

In the decade from 1921 to 1931 
immigrants admitted to Canada num- 
bered 1,166,290. In the same period 
the natural increase of population 
was estimated at 1,362,000.
